"The average man" ia a phrase fre-

The policy of protecting wools by 


high tariff taxes was entered upon in 
1367. It was assumed that the tax 
on the raw material would make it 
higher, and to compensate the man- 
ufacturers an additional and ^specific 
duty was levied on foreign cloth to 
make that dearer also.

tended that the consumer should 
bear the whole burden—should pc,y 
the tax OD the raw wool and on the 
cloth made from it. 


The scheme has not worked well. 


The only one of the original purposes 
of the framers of the wool tariff that 
has been realized is the wrong done 
to the consumer, the purchaser of 
woollen cloth, of readj 
of carpets, blankets

And the cheaper the goods purchased, 
which means as a rule the poorer tr,e 
purchaser, the higher the tax that 
has been exacted. 


Last year the people of this coun-

In- 
cidentally some reinaik drew from her 
tho declaration that she did not vote. 


"Why?" was my very natural and in- 


stant reply, serving tho double purpose 
of expressing surprise and inquiry. 


'Oh, they will not let mo vote, be- 


cause iny namo is not on the voting 
lists." 


"But why do yon not register?" 1 


aaked. 


"1 have tried to register, but the 


board of registrars will not put iny 
name on the lists. 
They wish to put 


my name down as they say it should 
be. They wish mo to swear that my 
name is Lucy Stone Blaukwell, and to 
sign it that way, but I cannot do that, 
you know, as that would not be right. 
I believe 1 know my name, and how it 
should be written, but they think they 
know it better than I do.

A Rocky Mountain TunneL 


A notable engmeering feat was ac- 


complished recently in the completion of 
tha boimg of the Busk-Ivauhoo railway 
tunnel under the continental divide of 
the Rocky mountains at Hagerman pass, 
Colorado. The tunnel is almost two miles 
long—0,393 feet—and is through solid 
gray granite. It took S years and 80 
days, of 20 hours' work each day, tobor* 
the big hole. It is 10,800 feet above sea 
evel through the top ridge of the conti- 
nent. The water draining from the one 
aide of the mountain under which it is 
driven runs to the Atlantic ocean, and 
from the other to the Pacific. Its con- 
struction has cost $1,000,000 and 20 hu- 
man lives. The tunnel, which is on the 
ine of the Colorado Midland railway, 
ihe Santa Fe'a central route to Califor- 
nia, substitutes two miles of track for 
ten and does away with one of the most 
expensive railway climbs in the world.

The Salt Rub. 


Various sanitariums and private hos-

It is just as good 
for well people as hick ones, is the most 
refreshing of all the baths and rubs ever 
invented, only excepting a dip in the sea 
itself, and is matchless in its effect upon 
the skin and complexion. With all these 
virtues, it is the simplest, most easily 
managed of all similar measures, and 
can be taken at home easily. 


Put a few pounds of coarse salt, the 


coarsest you can get, sea salt by prefer- 
ence, in an earthen jar, and pour enough 
water on it to produce a sort of slush, 
but not enough to dissolve the salt. This 
should then be shaken up in haiidfuls 
and rubbed briskly over the entire par- 
son. Of course it is better to have it 
rubbed on by another person, but any 
one in ordinary health cau do it for her- 
self or himself very satisfactorily. This 
being done, the next thing U a thorough 
douching of clean water, preferably cold, 
with a brisk rubbing with a dry towel.
